Lobbyist to Tell All 

In plea deal, Abramoff agrees to assist congressional corruption probe

WASHINGTON I Jack Abramoff, the lobby- 
ist who spawned a congressional corrup- 
tion scandal, pleaded guilty Tuesday to 
three felonies and pledged to cooperate in 
a criminal probe edging closer to former 
House Majority Leader Tom DeLay. 

“I plead guilty, your honor,” Abramoff said 
in flat, unemotional tones, accepting a plea 
bargain that said he had provided lavish trips, 
golf outings, meals and more to public offi- 
cials “in exchange for a series of official acts.” 

In one case, he reported 
payments totaling $50,000 
to the wife of a congressio- 
nal aide to help block legis- 
lation for a client. The aide 
worked for DeLay, accord- 
ing to officials who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

Abramoff also admitted 
defrauding four Indian tribes, taking millions 
in kickbacks from a one-time business part- 
ner, misusing a charity he had established and 
failing to pay income taxes on ill-gotten gains. 

At the Justice Department, officials said they 
intend to make use of the trove of e-mails and 
other material in Abramoff s possession as part 
of a probe that is believed to be focusing on as 
many as 20 members of Congress and aides. 

Whatever the legal ramifications, there 
was swift political fallout at the dawn of an 
election year in which minority Democrats 
intend to make ethics a campaign issue. 

Abramoff faces as much as 11 years in fed- 
eral prison as well as fines in connection with 
his guilty pleas on charges of conspiracy, mail 
fraud and tax evasion, david espo (ap)

Hope fades as rescuers 
struggle to reach 
13 buried workers 

TALLMANSVILLE, W. VA I Rescuers 
pushed deeper into a mine shaft 
in a desperate search for 13 
trapped coal miners Tuesday, but 
the prospects of finding anyone 
alive appeared bleak after holes 
drilled into the ground yielded 
deadly levels of carbon monoxide 
and no signs of life. 

“With each hour that passes, the 
likelihood of a successful outcome 
diminishes,” said Ben Hatfield, 
chief executive of mine owner 
International Coal Group Inc. 

By early evening, Hatfield said, 
rescuers were three to five hours 
from reaching the spot where the 
miners were thought to be. 

The men, trapped 260 feet down 
by an explosion Monday morning 
in the Sago Mine, were believed to 


be about 12,000 feet past the open- 
ing of the shaft. By early evening, 
about 35 hours after the blast, res- 
cue teams had penetrated 11,400 
feet, working their way on foot for 
fear machinery might cause vola- 
tile gases to explode. 


The company told families that a 
powerful explosion had rocked the 
mine, based on damage near where 
the miners maybe trapped, said Rick 
McGee, who works at the mine with 
his brother-in-law, Randal McCloy, 
who is among those trapped.

RINGGOLD, TEXAS I Firefightersfaced 
windier, warmer weather Tuesday 
as they battled fast-moving blazes 
that have virtually destroyed some 
small towns and charred hundreds 
of thousands of acres across Texas, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico.

Anti-Terror Funds Shifted 


Bigger share of DHS 
dollars made available 
to D.C., 34 other cities 

WASHINGTON I Communities facing 
greater risks will receive a bigger 
share of federal grants this year to 
counter terrorism and other threats, 
the Homeland Security Department 
said Tuesday as it announced that 
nearly four dozen metropolitan 
areas will be eligible. 

Overall, $765 million will be 
distributed under the urban area 
security initiative, a cut from $ 855 


million that Congress provided last 
year, the department said. Some 
congressional critics have com- 
plained that in the past, the pro- 
gram has given too much money 
to communities that seem to face 
smaller risks of attacks. 

The agency, saying it was 
revamping the way the assistance 
is distributed, said 35 metropolitan 
areas will be eligible for the money 
this year, but only if they show they 
will use the money wisely. 

Some of the areas eligible 
include Chicago, Phoenix, Denver, 
Washington, D.C., Miami, Atlanta, 


Indianapolis, Baton Rouge, New 
Orleans, Boston, Detroit, Las Vegas, 
Dallas and Philadelphia. The only 
new metropolitan area added this 
year was Memphis, Tenn. 

Another 11 areas that previ- 
ously received money under the 
program will still be eligible, but 
were told they may be dropped 
next year unless they can show 
a compelling need and a sound 
plan for using their share of the 
$765 million. 

The eligible communities were 
in 29 states, plus the District of 
Columbia, lara jakes Jordan (ap)

Bush Pushes

WASH I N G TO N I As the clock runs on 
Congress’ short-term extension of 
the Patriot Act, President Bush met 
with federal prosecutors Tuesday 
and contended that the domestic 
anti-terror law is vital to keeping 
Americans safe. 

Many key provisions of the law 
were to expire Dec. 31. Amid a 
debate over whether the act suf- 
ficiently protects civil liberties, 
most Senate Democrats and a few 
Republicans united against legisla- 
tion that would have renewed sev- 
eral provisions permanently while 
extending others for four years. 

Noting the Patriot Act was over- 
whelmingly approved not long after 
the 2001 terrorist attacks on New 
York and Washington, Bush criti- 
cized Congressional lawmakers, 
saying political considerations 
now were getting in the way.

Rivers recede after 
storms lash northern 
part of state, killing 3 

GUERNEVILLE, CALIF. I Most rivers 
and streams throughout California 
had receded back below flood stage 
Tuesday following a pair of severe 
storms, allowing residents and 
officials to clean up and assess the 
damage. 

While Northern California 
recovered from the severe weath- 
er, heavy rain followed by snow had 
turned to ice on highways across 
northern Nevada, creating hazard- 


ous driving conditions and dozens 
of accidents Tuesday morning. No 
major accidents or injuries were 
reported. 

The weekend storms had 
dumped up to 8 inches of rain in 
places, swelling streams and wash- 
ing mud down hills and onto homes 
and highways. Levees were breached 
or weakened, forcing evacuations of 
dozens of residents. At least three 
deaths were blamed on the storm 
— all from falling trees. 

On Monday, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger declared a state 
of emergency in seven counties.

Team Starts Review of Iraq Election 


Probe may delay final 
results of poll; U.S. 
airstrike in Beiji kills 7 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I An international 
team began reviewing complaints 
filed over Iraq’s parliamentary elec- 
tions, and an Iraqi elections official 
said Tuesday that results might not 
be ready for two more weeks. 

Meanwhile, Iraqi police said that 
U.S. aircraft had bombed a building 
where suspected insurgents were 
hiding north of Baghdad, killing 
seven people. 

The Independent Electoral 
Commission of Iraq has completed 
its own probe of almost 2,000 elec- 
tion complaints and will announce 
the findings Wednesday, commis- 
sion member Hussein Hindawi told 
The Associated Press.

But the commission won’t 
announce final election results 
until an international team finishes 
its work, meaning they might not 
be ready for two weeks, said com- 
mission member Safwat Rashid. 
Officials previously said final 
results of the Dec. 15 vote would 
be announced in early January. 

The international team agreed 
to review the vote after protests that 
the polls were tainted with fraud. 

U.S. aircraft bombed a house late 
Monday in Beiji, killing seven peo- 
ple and wounding four, Iraqi police 
Capt. Arkan Jassim said. 

The U.S. military did not com- 
ment on the deaths. It said only 
that an unmanned aircraft spot- 
ted three men planting a roadside 
bomb and that Navy F-14s bombed 
a building the three had entered.

Egypt to Deport Sudanese Protesters 


CAIRO, EGYPT I More than half the 
Sudanese migrants who were vio- 
lently removed from a Cairo protest 
camp will be deported by ship to 
their homeland, Egyptian authori- 
ties said Tuesday. 

Human rights organizations 
have roundly condemned last week’s 
riot police operation, in which at 
least 27 people died. 

On Tuesday, the United Nations 
High Commissioner on Refugees 


expressed surprise about the 
deportation order and demand- 
ed a clarification from Egyptian 
authorities. 

But Foreign Ministry spokes- 
woman Fatma el-Zahraa Etman 
told The Associated Press that 
654 Sudanese would be sent home 
because “they were either found to 
be illegal immigrants or refugees 
who had violated security condi- 
tions.” (AP)

Ukranians Inflamed Over 
Gas Dispute With Russia 


KIEV, UKRAINE I Disgruntled 
Ukrainians thronged Bessarabsky 
Market in downtown Kiev in freez- 
ing temperatures Tuesday to buy 
electric heaters after a natural gas 
cutoff by Russia brought on by a 
pricing dispute. 

The halt of Russian gas sup- 
plies that began Sunday has not 
yet caused major heating problems, 
but Kiev residents feared the two 
sides were far from a resolution. 
Russian and Ukrainian officials 
agreed Tuesday to resume talks 
on the issue. 

Residents of the capital large- 
ly blamed Russia, which wants 
Ukraine to pay four times more 
for gas than it did last year. 

“It’s Russia’s revamped imperi- 
alism behind all this. They believe 
that with the cutoff of gas they 
can dominate us,” said Valentyn 
Vasilyev, 32, who was among those 
buying a heater. 

The cutoff also reduced gas sup- 
plies to Europe, which gets about 
a quarter of its gas from Ukraine, 
though the European countries 
most affected — Hungary, Austria,

Slovakia and Slovenia — reported 
supplies were back to normal 
Tuesday. 

Some Ukrainians, however, 
mainly pensioners with strong 
emotional ties to the former Soviet 
Union, still believe the country’s 
future lies in the renewal of centu- 
ries-long economic, ethnic, religious 
and cultural links with Russia. 

“What are we without Russia? 
A wasteland, nothing. You argue 
with a bear and it will ultimately eat 
you,” said retiree Mykola Kostenyk.

German police believe 
4 people still trapped 
in ruins of collapse 

BAD REICHENHALL, GERMANYlHopes 
faded Tuesday in the search for pos- 
sible survivors buried beneath a fall- 
en skating rink roof in southeastern 
Germany, as fears of further col- 
lapse forced rescuers to back off 
until special cranes clear massive 
crossbeams from the rubble. 

With two loud cracks, the roof 
caved in Monday following heavy 
snowfall with about 50 people 
inside, including many children on 
Christmas break from school. At 
least 11 people were killed, includ- 
ing six children. 

Police said an additional four 
people — a 40 -year-old woman and 
three children aged 12-16 — were 
still trapped at the site in the Alpine 
spa town of Bad Reichenhall. 

Officials said they had not given 
up hope, but the delay would mean 
a second straight night in freezing 
temperatures for anyone still left 
alive. 

Several hundred people gath- 
ered for a candlelight vigil at the

town hall, and church bells pealed 
for 20 minutes. 

“As soon as it is possible, we 
will continue to work with dogs 
and helpers,” local fire official 
Rudi Zeif said. 

Searchers using dogs were “80 
percent sure” of the location of one 
missing person, he said. Asked if 
they could still be alive, he said 
earthquake victims had survived 
for several days.

French Government to 
Lift ‘Emergency’ Status 


PARIS I The French government 
said it will lift the country’s state of 
emergency at midnight Tuesday now 
that calm has returned following 
weeks of rioting and arson attacks 
in the autumn. 

The move, ordered by President 
Jacques Chirac and approved on 
Tuesday by the Cabinet, lifts the 
emergency measures more than 
six weeks before they were origi- 
nally set to expire. The measures 
were first enacted Nov. 8. 

“Considering the situation of 
these past several weeks, I decid- 
ed to end it,” Chirac said Tuesday in 
New Year’s greetings to the Cabinet. 
He said the emergency measures 


had been precautionary and “strictly 
temporary.” 

During the unrest that broke 
out in late October, youths set fire 
to some 9,000 vehicles around 
the country. The 
trouble was con- 
centrated in poor 
suburbs where 
many immi- 
grants live with 
their French- 
born children. 
The state of 
emergency allowed the use of cur- 
fews, night-and-day police searches 
inside homes and other exceptional 
measures, (ap)

Palestinians Kick 
Off Campaigns 


Legislative hopefuls 
start pitching despite 
chance of a vote delay 

JERUSALEM I Palestinian candidates 
held a parade led by an actor in a 
Mickey Mouse costume, sang about 
the return of Islam and plastered 
the streets of the West Bank and 
Gaza with political posters as they 
kicked off their election campaign 
Tuesday. 

Leaders of the Islamic militant 
Hamas group insisted the parlia- 
mentary vote must take place Jan. 
25 despite an Israeli ban on vot- 
ing in Jerusalem, shooting down 
Palestinian leader Mahmoud Abbas’ 
suggestion that it be delayed. 

Abbas, whose Fatah Party is 
roiled by infighting, accusations of 
corruption and fears of an elector- 
al drubbing, said Monday the vote 
could be delayed if Israel carries out 
its threat to bar Palestinians from 


voting in east Jerusalem, which 
Palestinians seek as the capital of 
a future state. 

This election will mark the first 
time that Hamas — which calls for 
Israel’s destruction and is respon- 
sible for dozens of deadly suicide 
bombings — will field candidates. 
Israel has called for the Islamic 
group to be disqualified. 

The controversy over Jerusalem 
erupted the moment the campaign 
started Tuesday, when Israeli police 
scuffled with Palestinian candidates 
seeking votes in the plaza outside 
the Damascus Gate leading into 
Jerusalem’s walled Old City. 

In other developments, Jewish 
settlers in the West Bank city of 
Hebron set fire to a Palestinian 
house, and threw eggs and chem- 
icals at Israeli soldiers who dis- 
tributed eviction notices to eight 
Israeli squatter families who had 
taken over a Palestinian market 
area, ravi nessman (ap) 


Peru Seeking Fujimori’s Extradition 


SANTIAGO, CHILE I Peru formally 
asked Chile on Tuesday to extradite 
former Peruvian President Alberto 
Fujimori on human rights and cor- 
ruption charges. 

Peru’s ambassador to Chile and 
a Peruvian special prosecutor deliv- 
ered to Chile 12 sealed boxes of doc- 


uments detailing allegations that 
include 25 death- squad killings in 
the 1990s, diversion of state funds 
and bribery of politicians. 

Fujimori has been under arrest 
in Chile since his surprise arrival 
two months ago from Japan, where 
he had been living in exile, (ap)

Redskins Move to Lock Up Williams 



Defensive coach signs 
deal that makes him 
Gibbs’ heir apparent 

REDSKINS I Washington Redskins 
assistant Gregg Williams signed 
a three -year contract Tuesday to 
remain with the team, a move 
that solidifies his status as the heir 
apparent to coach Joe Gibbs. 

Williams had been considered 
a top prospect for several vacant 
NFL head coaching positions, but 
his family is happily settled in the 
Washington area, and owner Dan 
Snyder has the deep pockets to 
assure that Williams will remain 
one of the highest paid assistants 
in the league. 

Various reports place Williams’ 
deal worth nearly $8 million. 

“It’s not about the chase of being 
a head coach,” Williams said in an 
interview on the team’s Web site. 
“That’s not the most important 
thing. I really like what I’m doing, 
and I really like where I’m at, and I 
really, really like who it’s with.” 

Williams, the former coach of 
the Buffalo Bills, has produced a 
top 10 defense in each of his two 
years with the Redskins. This year’s 
unit ranked ninth and helped the 


team secure its first playoff berth 
in six years. 

“Gregg is a valuable and important 
member of our organization,” Gibbs 
said. “This is a first step in recogniz- 
ing his contributions and maintaining 
consistency among our coaches.” 


Williams was one of Gibbs’ first 
recruits when the Hall of Fame 
coach came out of retirement in 
January 2004. Williams signed 
a three -year deal with the title of 
“assistant head coach- defense” and 
has been seen as a natural successor 


when Gibbs retires again. 

He reiterated Tuesday that he 
still wants to be a head coach, but 
it won’t happen next season. 

“I’m a Redskin and that’s 
what I agreed to do,” he said.

Trained at London’s prestigious

The new Z06 proves 
useful for both 
Marxists, capitalists 

VALUE I The new Corvette Z06 is 
an economics seminar on wheels. 
Begin with the idea of marginal 
utility. How much more useful is 
this ballista compared with the 
standard model?

nade launchers — er, exhaust pipes 
— that Corvette owners would oth- 
erwise order out of a Borla catalog. 

In the peculiar, secret-hand- 
shake world of Corvette enthusiasts, 
if you own a Z06 you are a made 
man — excepting the highly unlikely 
event that you are a woman. 

And yet one of the things that 
makes the Z06 such a rich and 
perplexing experience is that it is, 
actually, a pretty useful car, in the 
Marxist use-value sense of the word. 


For example, the Corvette Z06’s 
hatchback space can hold four sets 
of golf clubs (never mind that the car 
can carry only two people). 

And speaking of Karl Marx: If 
you subscribe to the labor theory of 
value, the hand-built Z06 is one of 
the most undervalued products on 
the planet. For starters, its engine 
is assembled by a single technician 
(perhaps he wears overalls with the 
word “Labor” on the back). 

The engine comes with all man- 
ner of race- derived sinew, includ- 
ing: titanium connecting rods and 
intake valves, sodium-filled exhaust 
valves, cast aluminum piston heads, 
CNC -ported aluminum heads and 
a dry- sump oiling system.

My car has approximately 163,000 
miles on it, and, to my knowledge, 
never has had any systems flushed. 
Is there any risk of now having 
such services done? 

The only service to be concerned 
about is the transmission flush, and 
that depends on the condition of 
the fluid in the transmission, not 
the miles. If the fluid looks good 
and smells good, a flush would be 
OK. If the fluid is discolored and 
smells bad, leave it alone. All other 
flushes would be fine. 

Would switching to a synthetic oil 
increase my car’s longevity? And, 
if I use a synthetic blend, can I 
extend my oil change interval from 
3,000 miles to, say, 5,000? 

Synthetic oils and blends always 
increase a car’s life expectancy, 
but synthetic oils generally do not 
extend oil change intervals.

Smaller, intellectually 
challenging courses 
help initiate freshmen 

For first-year students, they are 
kicking around some heady ques- 
tions: Is there such a thing as abso- 
lute mathematical truth? Can a per- 
fect circle exist? What if two plus 
two didn’t equal four? 

The Connecticut College fresh- 
man seminar, like those at other 
schools, focuses on an interdisciplin- 
ary topic — in this case it’s “infinity,” 
with readings from mathematicians, 
philosophers and poets. 

Unlike most of the larger, more 
anonymous lectures where freshmen 
year is often spent, this class has only 
about a dozen students. There’s con- 
stant discussion, teacher feedback 
and a major writing project. 

Such courses have been around 
for at least a half-century, but their 
popularity is surging. The number of 
colleges offering freshman seminars

nearly doubled between 2000 and 
2003 to about 25 percent, according 
to surveys of about 620 two- and 
four-year colleges by a University 
of South Carolina research center. 
Connecticut College launched its 
program this year, and other schools 
are expanding theirs. 

Often, these popular courses are 
off the beaten academic path. 

Offerings at Connecticut College 
include a course on sports statistics 
and another on mysticism that looks 
at Kabbalah. Indiana University has 
“The Sur(Real) World of Reality TV.” 
Stanford offers an introductory sem- 
inar called “Comics: A Lively Art.”

ing is valuable, getting students excit- 
ed intellectually and helping them 
develop relationships with top pro- 
fessors — the kind of engagement 
that research shows keeps students 
on track to graduate. 

“A really small class with discus- 
sion — that’s how I learn best,” said 
Kate Enman, a Connecticut College 
student in the infinity seminar. “This 
is by far my most intimate class.” 

Experts say the quest to lure 
bright undergraduates partly 
explains why these programs are 
expanding; at competitive liberal 
arts schools like this one, freshman 
seminars are now so common that 
not having one might be conspicu- 
ous to prospective students. 

Larger state universities also 
are expanding freshman seminars 
to stay attractive to those students. 
Ohio State instituted freshman semi- 
nars in 2003 and is offering 54 this 
year. About 600 students will take 
one this year, though that’s only 
about 10 percent of the OSU class. 

Others don’t think the semi- 
nars are a good idea. Stanley Katz 
of Princeton wonders if it’s the best 
use of faculty. “What we’re doing 
is investing very expensive faculty 
time teaching both small groups of 
students and teaching students in 
their first year of college,” he said.

Researchers pursue 
pachyderms with 
DNA, GPS technology 

Lewis had gourmet taste: Whenever 
the dry season browned grass in his 
Kenyan sanctuary he’d abandon the 
other elephants and race 25 miles 
to the mountains — to raid farmers’ 
corn fields under cover of night. 

A hair plucked from his tail, and 
GPS technology tell the story 

It’s a new way to track elephants’ 
dietary needs and roaming habits, 
one that scientists hope ultimately 
could help the endangered species 
survive by providing information 
key to minimizing conflicts between 
pachyderms and people.

him his life. Soon after the research 
ended, he was shot to death, likely by 
a farmer tired of the crop -raiding. 

“Part of the problem with the ele- 
phant is we need to know how much 


space they really need,” explained 
geochemist Thure Cerling of the 
University of Utah, who led the 
research, reported Monday in the 
online edition of Proceedings of the 


National Academy of Sciences. “Why 
do they need a particular space? 
Could we manage the parks to make 
them work better for them?”

example, have booming herds, while 
Kenya and other African countries 
are struggling to increase decimat- 
ed elephant populations. 

Because elephants are so large 
and eat so much, a key question for 
conservationists is howto designate 
officially protected areas suitable 
enough to their needs that they 
won’t roam toward encroaching 


human settlements. 

“Elephants need to find food 
and water, but also to avoid dan- 
ger, seek safety and to make social 
contact with other elephants,” said 
Iain Douglas-Hamilton of the 
Save the Elephants Foundation. 
“Understanding elephant motiva- 
tion defines their needs, and under- 
standing these can help secure a 
future for the species.” 

Enter the hair study. 

Hair is “like a tape recorder,” 
Cerling said, harboring for long peri- 
ods traces of dietary chemicals. 

He gathered hair from the tails 
of 35 elephants in Kenya’s Samburu 
National Reserve to analyze for 
long-lasting forms, called “stable 
isotopes,” of carbon and nitrogen 
that would appear when an elephant 
ate mostly grass, trees or some other 
plant. He matched that testing to 
Save the Elephants’ tracking, using 
Global Positioning System technol- 
ogy, of elephant movements. 

Tracking elephant movements 
suggests the intelligent mammals 
do know where their protected habi- 
tats end, but some still risk human 
contact to find higher quality food, 
said Douglas-Hamilton, an elephant 
researcher, lauran neergaard (ap)
